2. In the interest of advancing prosecution and prior to an examination on the merits, 
applicants need to discuss where specific support in the specification is to be found for the 
changes made to the original claims (e.g. the deletion of step "(k) " of claim 1 and the deletion 
of the term "biomolecular") and the added broadened claims.
